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Benefit cheat 
escapes prison 
sentence by a 
‘cat’s whisker’ 


A benefit cheat has escaped a 
prison sentence at Cardiff 
Crown Court “by a cat’s 
whisker”, writes AJ SICLUNA. 

Chanice Bowen (24) a married 
mother of one, had obtained a total of 
£21,696 over a two-year period said 
prosecutor Andrew Davies. 

Bowen of Ramsey Road, Barry had 
been convicted by Cardiff Magistrates 
of three charges of benefit fraud and 
had been committed to the Crown 
Court for sentence. 

Mr Davies said she had obtained 
payouts unlawfully for income 
support, housing benefit and council 
tax benefit. 

Judge Stephen Hopkins QC said: 
“This was a case of greed not need.” 

He added: “Offences such as these 
are easy to commit but difficult to 
detect.” 

He said many people regarded 
benefit departments as “a soft touch”. 

He remanded Bowen in custody 
overnight before sentencing her to 10 
months’ imprisonment suspended for 
two years. 

He also ordered her to carry out 120 
hours unpaid work and to pay costs of 
£500. 

He told her that he had no doubt that 
being in custody had been a shock to 
her system, and added: “You have 
escaped immediate imprisonment by a 
cat’s whisker.” 

Earlier, Mr Davies said: “This was 


dishonesty from the outset.” 

He said that in January 2013 she 
wrote to various departments 
indicating falsely that a man who had 
been living with her had left. 

But this was not true said Mr Davies 
and in October 2013 the two were 
married at Barry Register Office. 

In December 2015 she was 
interviewed by the authorities, and she 
said there was no change in her 
circumstances and no man was living 
at her address. 

When the date of her marriage was 
put to her she said she could not 
remember what she was doing on that 
day. 

The court heard she had convictions 
for two offences involving the theft of 
a credit card using it to buy a wedding 
dress. 

Her solicitor Adam Sharp said: 
“There is good reason to deviate from 
an immediate prison sentence.” 

He said she had been candid about 
what she had done and in the past had 
suffered from post-natal depression. 

“There is remorse and the impact of 
custody would be positively grave. 
Last July her father died aged only 43 

Mr Sharp said her home life was 
stable and she was actively seeking 
employment. 

She recognised her wrong-doing 
and had been repaying the benefit at 
£68 a week. 

To date, he said, she had repaid 
about £2,000. 
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Biomass plant protest

Campaigner Alexis Liosatos 
appealed to people in the crowd to 
sign the petition opposing the plant 
and outlined a number of objections 
to it, including the proximity of the 
plant to the town and local residents, 
and the danger of what might be 
emitted. He also demanded a proper 
examination of the biomass licence.

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Ex-builder beat up his 
former partner’s friend 


AN unemployed builder who 
attacked a man he spotted with his 
ex-long term partner, has been 
given a suspended sentence at 
Cardiff Crown Court. 

Andrew Hopkins (39) acted in anger 
when he went into a “jealous rage”, said 
Judge Michael Fitton. 

Hopkins, of York Place, Barry, pleaded 
guilty at an earlier hearing to charges of 
wounding and harassment. 

The Judge said he should be utterly 
ashamed and added: “It was disgraceful 
behaviour.”

Prosecutor Tony Trigg said Hopkins had 
had a 13-year relationship with Victoria 
A’Heame (34), but the pair broke up. 

Hopkins was unable to face this and 
continued to contact her. 

In September last year, she went to the 
cinema with a friend, Matthew Curtis. 
When she returned home, Hopkins sent her 
text messages before following Mr Curtis 
and punching and kicking him to the face 
and head. 

Mr Curtis at one point raised an arm in 


self defence and suffered a fractured wrist. 

Jeffrey Jones, for Andrew Hopkins, said 
Hopkins had had a stable relationship with 
Ms A’Hearne, and when it ended he became 
homeless and suicidal. 

In a victim impact statement, Mr Curtis 
said he had problems sleeping, experienced 
flashbacks and constantly looked over his 
shoulder. 

Hopkins was jailed for a year, the 
sentence suspended for 18 months, and 
ordered to carry out 150 hours unpaid 
work. He was also ordered to pay his 
victim £500 compensation. 


Residents' call for dog bins successful 



DOG owners and 
residents of White 
Farm are delighted 
that bins have been 
reinstalled in the 
park space 
abutting the estate. 

The bins, which were 
originally along the 
footpath of the park 
space, were taken away 
when it was found that 
they were being used 
for dog waste, as 
opposed to the general 
waste intended. 

Residents first raised 
the issue with 
Persimmon, the housing 
developer responsible 
for White Farm, in 
August 2016, and were 
told at the time that due 
to the inappropriate use 
of the general waste 
bins, no plans were in 
place to replace those 
removed from the 
popular dog-walking 
spot. 

Following a lengthy 
eight-month discussion 
between the residents, 
Persimmon and the Vale 


Council, a solution has 
been brought forward, 
as numerous bins have 
now been reinstalled 
with the function of 
facilitating general 
waste as well as dog 
waste. 

Vale MP Alun Cairns, 
who represented 


residents in discussions 
with Persimmon and the 
Council, said: “I am 
delighted that the bins 
have been reinstalled in 
White Farm. The 
removal of the original 
bins only exacerbated 
the issue, resulting in 
hazardous dog 


excrement being left on 
the footpath. I was 
frustrated that it had 
taken this long for the 
residents’ needs to be 
recognised. 

“However, when I 
talk to dog walkers who 
use this path multiple 
times per day, it is clear 


that these will be a 
welcome addition to the 
green space facing the 
housing. 

“With the ideal waste 
facilities now in place, I 
am sure residents will 
enjoy using the footpath 
all the more.”

Barry Men’s Forum 
hears of Vikings 
and millionaires 


BARRY Men’s Forum 
chairman Mac Tanner 
welcomed speaker Alan 
Thorn, to a recent meeting. 

He did not require any 
introduction, having shared his 
immense knowledge of local history 
with members previously. 

Starting from earliest times when 
remnants of Neolithic people have 
been identified, to the Romans - who 
used Penarth Head as a lookout point 
with beacons - and the Vikings, who 
not only settled on Flat Holm in the 
9th century, but also raided the area. 

In the 15th and 16th centuries, the 
area was renowned for pirates and 
smugglers. 

Urbanisation began in the 1870s 
with the explosion of the coal mines 


and the completion of a railway from 
Cardiff to Penarth. Notable people 
who lived in Penarth included John 
Batchelor, the largest ship-owner at 
the time, whose statue is in Cardiff, 
and the Lascelles Carr family. 

They had vast wealth in shipping 
and owned the Western Mail and 
News of the World until the family 
sold it to News Media.

Biomass plant protest!

Mr Liosatos told The GEM that 
campaigners’ key argument is not 
that all incinerators are bad, but 
that the Barry incinerator is simply 
in the wrong place. 

“It has been situated much too 
close to thousands of homes, to 20 
odd schools and scores of 
businesses. 

“It will bum 200 tons of chipped 
waste wood per day containing 
MDF, chemical preservative, 
glues, varnish, plastics, paints and 
melamine coatings. When burned, 
this releases large amounts of 
polluting nitrogen dioxide and 
nano-particles into the 
environment. 

“This incinerator is being built 
without assessment of the health 
risks to the public. They are 
already building the thing, without 
a licence to operate it! 

“They’re building it ‘at their 
own risk’ according to Natural 
Resources Wales. Clearly, Biomass 
thinks their licence is a foregone 
conclusion, a done deal, only 
needing to be rubber-stamped. 
Something smells wrong about 
this. 

“The main problem is the 
incinerator’s urban location. It’s 
simply much too close to people; 
to large sections of Barry’s 
population of 55,000 people. 

“As well as the thousands of 
homes, the business and leisure 
facilities, I’ve counted twelve 
primary and infants schools, at 
least two children’s nurseries and a 
children’s hospice all within a two 
kilometre radius of the 
incinerator.” 

TECHNICAL REBUTTAL 

Plaid Cymru councillor Nic 
Hodges addressed the crowd and 
did not mince his words. 

He said: “July 30th, 2015 is a 
day that will live in infamy, when 
by 12 votes to 5, (Vale) planning 


decided to pass the incinerator in 
the centre of our town. I was proud 
to vote against.” 

He said he was tired of the days 
when large numbers of people 
from Barry had to travel to Cardiff 
for work when they’d like to work 
in their own town, but he was now 
concerned the incinerator would 
set that aspiration back. 

Coun Hodges said it was 
encouraging that Barry Town 
Council had provided £10,000 for 
a ‘technical rebuttal’. 

To applause, he added: “The 
fight carries on - we have to stop 
this.” 

Neil McEvoy, AM for South 
Wales Central, told the crowd that 
the plant was not a ‘done deal’, 
adding: “We have to ban the 
burner.” 

PUBLIC SUPPORT 

Max Wallis of Barry and Vale 
Friends of the Earth said he did not 
think the plant was a foregone 
conclusion . 

“We will be able to stop this 
thing if we get full public support.” 

Local councillor Ian Johnson, 
who represents the Buttrills Ward, 
said: “Through the Docks 

Incinerator Action Group, 
residents have been fighting these 
plans since 2009, and it was great 
to see so many hundreds of Barry 
people demonstrating their 
opposition to the Barry Docks 
incinerator at Saturday’s march. 

“Residents are rightly 
concerned about the possible 
impacts of burning more than 200 
tonnes of wood each day and the 
lorries carrying this wood to the 
site - especially when the centre 
and east end of Barry already has 
some of the worst air quality in 
Wales. 

“Barry Town Council have 
employed an independent expert to 
provide us with evidence for our 
submission to Natural Resources 


Wales, who we understand will be 
extending the consultation period 
on the licence. 

“This makes it likely that our 
submissions will be made after the 
May 4 local elections, and will 
have to be agreed by the newly 
elected councillors. 

“If residents want councillors 
who will continue to fight these 
incinerator plans then they will 
have to cast their election votes for 
candidates and parties who will 
oppose them - as Plaid Cymru has 
done since the beginning.” 

When protesters gathered at the 
Civic Offices in Holton Road at the 
end of the march, Mr Liosatos told 
them: “Maybe this (campaign) will 
usher in a better future for Barry. 

“If it does get the licence to 
operate it will be a wrong turn and 
damage the chances of a brighter 
Barry.” 

The Vale Council Leader, Coun 
Neil Moore, told The GEM 
recently that the plant at the docks 
is “not an incinerator”. 

He insisted: “It is a gasification 
plant and is an energy recovery 
facility.” 

He added: “It will not belch out 
smoke and fumes, carcinogenic or 
otherwise.” 

Coun Moore added that 
‘gasification plants’ have been in 
existence for many years and 
operated in many countries without 
any issues.

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Library usage 
in Wales is 
increasing 


ON April 10, 
philanthropic 
organisation, The 
Carnegie UK Trust, 
revealed the results 
of a new report that 
may offer cause for 
concern and reason 
for hope for the UK 
and Ireland’s public 
library service. 

The findings follow a 
five-year study 

comparing library use 
data from 2011 and 2016. 

There has been a drop 
in how often people are 
using their local library, 
but there are some 
interesting trends 

emerging across the 
country. 

Wales is only one of 
two areas where the level 
of library use has risen 
since 2011, with more 
than half of users aged 
between 15-24, 

challenging the 

stereotypes of who uses 
libraries. 

Library usage has 
grown amongst young 
people in Wales, with a 
significant jump in 
library use in households 
with pre-schoolers and 
primary-aged children. 

Another interesting 
trend is that library use 
has risen in the most and 
least deprived economic 
groups. 

Martyn Evans, chief 
executive of Carnegie 
UK Trust said: “Public 
libraries remain an 


immensely popular civic 
resource. However, we 
know that the future 
success of public 
libraries depends on how 
effectively they respond 
to the changing needs of 
their communities. Local 
authority budgets are 
under severe pressure. 

“We also know that 
the public want libraries 
to do even more. People 
in Wales told us that they 
would be more likely to 
use the library if they 
could access more 
council services there, if 
libraries held more 
events, and if they had 
better information about 
the activities on offer.” 

Kathryn Parry, 

development manager, 
The Chartered Institute 
of Library and 

Information 
Professionals Wales, 
said: “The Welsh 

Government has set a 
specific objective to 
target poverty and 
inequality in Wales, so it 
is really powerful to see 
genuine evidence of the 
vital role librarians and 
library assistants play in 
the lives of the most 
deprived. 

“We also welcome the 
news that public 
libraries’ outreach and 
audience development 
programmes such as the 
Summer Reading 

Challenge and ‘ECALM’ 
(Every Child a Library 
Member) are having a 
real effect in Wales.”

FIVE Vale secondary schools recently 
sent school council members and staff to 
attend the annual ‘Pupil Voice’ 
conference. 

Held at Barry’s Memorial Hall in late March, the 
conference began with council members providing 
feedback to pupils on the latest school council audit.

Pupils also had the opportunity to learn about 
children’s rights and the United Nations Convention 
on the Rights of the Child , when a presentation was 
delivered by the Vale Rights Ambassadors to outline 
some of the 42 rights all children and young people 
in the world possess.

Caper comedy is lacking in Style! 


H ollywood, 

always on the 
lookout for 
whatever will 
generate the most 
income, has taken a 
great interest in 
making films for an 
older, perhaps more 
discerning, audience. 

Films like The Best 
Exotic Marigold Hotel 
have cleverly profited 
from the ‘grey pound’, 
and the next film to try 
and get in on this piece 
of action is Going In 
Style, a remake of the 
1979 film of the same 
name. 

It tells the story of 
Willie (Morgan 
Freeman), Joe (Michael 
Caine) and Albert (Alan 
Arkin), three honest, 
hard-working men 
whose pension funds 
become a corporate 
casualty when their 
company uses the money 
to pay off its debts. 

With bills to pay and 
family dependent on 
them, the trio decide to 
rob the bank that took 
their money, a risky 
proposition but one that 
these three men decide is 
definitely worth it... 

Going In Style is the 
kind of medium-budget 
comedy where the trailer 
shows the best bits, and 
everything plays out just 
as you expect it to. 
Sometimes, the 
predictability of these 


films is leavened by the 
magic of the director, or 
the charm of the film’s 
cast. Sadly here, despite 
the wealth of talent, this 
is a film that lacks for 
that magic ingredient, a 
perfunctory experience 
full of familiar gags and 
beats. 

It very much has the 
whiff of a cast and 
director working within 
themselves. You can’t 
begrudge acting royalty 
like Michael Caine, 
Morgan Freeman or 
Alan Arkin the 
opportunity to take it 
easy, but here none of 
the actors really develop 
the characters nor offer 
anything exciting. 

As you might expect, 
Caine plays the noble 
member of the group, 
beaten down by a world 
of crooked finances, 
Freeman the cheeky and 
kindly member of the 
group, and Arkin the 
cantankerous, yet warm¬ 
hearted, member. 

They’re all 
performances we’ve 
seen before, and while 
there are small moments 
that thrill (Caine and 
Freeman escaping from 
a shoplifting training 
exercise like ET and 
Elliott; Arkin’s gentle 
berating of a young man 
learning to play the 
saxophone) there’s far 
too much of it that 
doesn’t, the cast gently 
rolling on their gravitas 


and little else. 

Given that Zach Braff 
was behind the camera 
for this film should have 
given it an extra boost. 
While a skilled actor 
himself with a great 
sense of comic timing 
(evidenced by the 
sublime Scrubs ), Braff 
has also shown himself 
to be a director of great 
subtlety and nous with 
Garden State and Wish 
You Were Here. 

Unfortunately, he is 
unable to bring any of 
the edge and irreverence 
of those films to 
proceedings, the 
direction the kind of ‘by- 
the-numbers’ 
filmmaking you get in 
most anodyne 
Hollywood comedies 
(can we all just stop 
filming cityscapes from 
above please?!) 

He does show some 
skilled touches in the 
planning of the heist and 
its build-up, but much 
like the performances, 
the moments of 
inspiration are few and 
far between. 

It’s hard to believe 
that scriptwriter Ted 
Melfi also wrote and 
directed the majestic 
(and multi Oscar- 
nominated) Hidden 
Figures, although it 
seems he used most of 
his screen writing magic 
in that film instead of 
saving some for here. 
The script is the weakest

element here, lifeless 
and lacking in freshness. 
It plays out with such an 
air of pre-ordained 
predictability that even 
the moments of suspense 
lack any tension. 

There is an argument 
that says that this is a 
film that plays on a 
simple theme (men 
beaten down by ‘The 
Man’ and decide to take 
action) and is 
undemanding enough to 
make for a passable 
viewing experience,. 

While that argument 
isn’t wrong, the talent 
involved makes this a 
missed opportunity for 
something a bit more 
lively and exciting. As it 
is, Going In Style is 
more Going, Going, 


Gone. 

VERDICT: A 
perfunctory effort that 
lacks any fizz and 
punch, Going In Style is 
something of a wasted 
opportunity, given the 
talent in front of the 
camera (Michael Caine, 
Morgan Freeman and 
Alan Arkin) and behind 
it (director Zach Braff 
and writer Ted Melfi). 

Its central caper has 
its moments, but by and 
large, this is a film that 
is disappointingly 
predictable. Poor.

OatUUiH * 1 
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Barry Pier - and the Island’s new 
connections with coast and sea

THE year-1896. 
The place Barry - 
no longer an 
island... Whitmore 
beach is teeming 
with day trippers 
having a dip in the 
sea or having a 
donkey ride or in 
the funfair. 

After the construction 
of Barry Docks, the 
island of Barry was 
permanently connected 
to the coast and quickly 
became a weekend 
venue to the sea for 
thousands; the Barry 
Railway and Docks 
Company Ltd had been 
completed to the 
Rhondda and would 
spread its tentacles 
across much of the south 
Wales coalfield (mainly 
in the transportation of 
coal from the mines to 
the fast expanding 
docks) but with the 
added bonus of 
excursion trains to the 
sea. 

Plans to build a 
tramway from Barry 
railway to the island 
were scrapped in favour 
of an extension of the 
railway to the island, 
which opened on August 
3 of that year. 

Since the arrival of 



the paddle steamer 
Bonnie Doon at Bristol 
in 1886 and the 
promotions of sea 
excursions by a number 
of companies at about 
the same time had set up 
a new seasonal business. 

Edwards and 
Robertsons of Cardiff 
and Peter and Alec 
Campbell in Bristol, 
among others, had set 
the standard with 
purpose-built ships for 
day excursions and 
cruises. 

In common with all 


other south Wales 
railway companies the 
bread and butter 
business was coal - 
millions of tons of it to 
be exported all over the 
world as well as a huge 
domestic market. 

In 1896, the Barry 
railway had however 
been authorised ot 
extend the Barry Island 
line half a mile on a 
gradient of one in 80 
through a tunnel 280 
yards long, to a station 
next to a low water 
pontoon. 


This was to be Barry 
Pier - a station for trains 
and boats. The new line 
opened for business on 
June 27, 1899. The first 
ship to call was paddle 
steamer Lady Margaret 
of Peter and Alec 
Campbell’s White 
Funnel Fleet. The 
shipping company took 
over 49,000 passengers 
from the new facility in 
the first year, but were 
sufficiently unhappy 
with this arrangement to 
request a subsidy from 
the Barry Railway 


Company for calling 
there! 

The problem was that 
by the time Campbells 
steamers called at Barry 
Pier, their ships were 
already largely full up 
and passengers who had 
come down by train 
were left behind. Also, 
when Campbell’s put 
two steamers on the 
Barry station, they didn’t 
compare with profits of 
other ships from Cardiff, 
Newport and Bristol. 

Without financial 
compensation for basing 


ships at Barry the 
Campbell withdrew 
leaving the harry 
Railway Company with 
an enormous headache: a 
brand new facility with 
no real purpose! 

The answer? Build a 
fleet of excursion 
steamers of your own 
and challenge the mighty 
White Funnel fleet! The 
Barry company 
accordingly set out to 
get an Act of Parliament 
to run their own fleet: 
but it came with snags. 

The Barry Railway 
(Steam Vessels) Act of 
August 15, 1904 wet out 
stringent conditions to 
protect other maritime 
companies plying on the 
Severn Sea. Barry 
steamers were permitted 
to carry only ‘passengers 
and their luggage, 
perishable merchandise 
and also such small 
consignments of other 
merchandise as are 
usually carried by steam 
vessels constructed for 
and engaged in such 
passenger traffic.’ 

Then only allowed to 
travel between Barry and 
places on the south side 
of the Bristol Channel 
between Weston and 
Ilfracombe, and summer 
excursion as far as 
Hartland Point and 
Tenby.

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Nostalgic ramble in Porthkerry 


Big Farmland Bird 
Count’s good news 


IT was a lovely 
morning, so my 
wife and I decided 
to see how 
Porthkerry was 
looking for the first 
time in 2017. 

As we bumped down 
Fishpond Hill and 
passed through the spot 
where the ‘first gate’ 
used to stand, a feeling 
of nostalgia came over 
me. It was here in the 
early 1950s that we 
opened and closed the 
gate, to allow cars to 
enter and later leave the 
park, in the hope of 
receiving some pennies. 

In the first car park, I 
stepped back over 60 


years to the days when 
as 12-year-old boys we 
used to play in these 
very woods. I soon 
found the ‘second 
spring’ which supplied 
us with fresh, running 
cold water, coming from 
a place of no interest to 
us, as long as it was 
always there. 

The ‘first spring’ was 
on the walk down 
through the fields from 
the dump and too near 
home to be of much 
practical use, unless we 
were staying in that area. 

The day’s events 
usually began by 
guarding the old water 
mill from imminent 
attack, followed by a 


walk in the trees to find 
small bushes with wood 
suitable for making 
throwing arrows. 

These were more 
difficult to make than 
bows and arrows, so if 
you could assemble one 
with the right reed and 
taper the shaft with a 
sharp point, and if you 
could then see it fly 
through the air with the 
aid of a piece of string, 
life could not be more 
satisfying. 

Back with my wife, 
we walked under the 
railway bridge and along 
the right-hand side of the 
road past the old cottage 
where incidentally long 
ago, there used to be a 


second gate as an 
alternative source of 
income .Through the 
woodland walk, peace 
and tranquillity was the 
overwhelming feeling as 
two ‘oldies’ strolled 
along the paths laid out 
with great care by our 
council. 

Primroses in all their 
splendour and, higher 
up, some bluebells were 
really enjoying the 
setting and the weather 
and this again briefly 
took me back in time to 
when we picked 
primroses to curry 
favour from our 
expectant mothers, in an 
act which is rightfully 
not allowed today. 

Still hanging down 
from tall trees were the 
woody vines on which 
Tarzan used to swing 
from tree to tree and 
which we used to smoke 
with mixed results... 

There was, however, 
some disappointment, 
with a distinct lack of 
small birds and the 
singing that accompanies 


them. It would be 
interesting to know why, 
on that long walk to the 
main car park, we only 
saw two separate and 
lone tits and a pair of 
blackbirds. 

Crossing the road and 
onto the grass, we were 
very surprised not to see 
any sign of frogs or 
tadpoles or indeed any 
life at all in the ponds 
and I wonder what could 
be the reason. 

When we reached the 
sea with the tide high up 
the beach, it was 
wonderful to see a 
young father and his 
small son ‘skimming’ 
pebbles, so some things 
have not changed. 

A final thought: the 
walk back along the 
grass from the beach to 
the first car park always 
seems further than the 
stroll through the woods. 

In the 1950s, the walk 
home from the baths was 
a nightmare, especially 
after passing the water 
tap in Romilly Park.

112 species, 240,000 
birds, 783314 acres, 
975 farmers - the 
2017 Big Farmland 
Bird Count (BFBC) 
has provided some 
fascinating results 
once again. 

Farmers, gamekeepers 
and land managers took 
part in this year’s count 
to see how their 
conservation efforts are 
paying off. A total of 
112 species and 22 Red 
List species were 
counted across the UK. 

Fieldfare, starling, 
house sparrow, song 
thrush and 

yellowhammer were all 
counted in the top 25 
and appear in the Red 
List species - great 
news! 

The most abundant of 
these, fieldfares and 
starlings, were seen on 
over 40 per cent of the 
farms taking part. For 
the third year, the top 
four most abundant 


species were 
woodpigeon, starling, 
rook and fieldfare with 
chaffinch coming in 
fifth. 

In the Wales, 75 
species of birds were 
recorded by the farmers 
across more than 
5,000ha. The most 
commonly seen was the 
jackdaw, followed by 
pheasant, blackbird, 
crow and chaffinch. In 
addition, 15 Red List 
species were recorded in 
the county, including 
tree sparrow, 
yellowhammer and 
skylark. 

Jim Egan, head of 
development at the 
GWCT commented: “I 
am delighted that so 
many birds have been 
recorded in our 4th Big 
Farmland Bird Count. 
This is an opportunity 
for farmers to see the 
results of all their hard 
work. 

“Of the 112 species 
recorded, 22 were Red 
Listed - the highest 
conservation priority 
species, which need 
urgent action. To help 
these species, there are 
several options for 
famers in terms of 
management. ” 

For this year’s count, 
1951 tree sparrow were 
recorded on a total of 
172 farms, in fact it was 
the 40th most commonly 
seen bird. Coming in 
21st place on the most 
commonly seen bird was 
Yellowhammer, with 
nearly 5000 being 


recorded on 312 farms. 
It’s also worth 
mentioning there were 
1786 Skylark on 143 
farms across the UK. 

“For the first time, 
those taking part in the 
count have been able to 
submit their results 
online and it’s made a 
huge difference to us in 
terms of accuracy and 
analysing the data,” 
continued Jim Egan. 

Rob Gladwin head of 
business development & 
sustainability, crop 
protection, UK/IRE at 
BASF, who were 
sponsors of the BFBC 
commented: “There are 
some really simple 
measures such as nest 
boxes for Tree sparrow; 
extended grass margins 
for Yellowhammer and 
spring cropping for 
Skylark. 

“The key thing is that 
these measure can sit 
alongside and 
complement efficient 
and productive farming.” 

The GWCTs Big 
Farmland Bird Count 
receives support from 
farmers and landowners, 
as well as a range of 
farming, industry and 
conservation 
organisations. 

Sponsored by BASF, 
the count is run in 
partnership with the 
FWAG Association, 
LEAF (Linking 
Environment and 
Farming), the NFU and 
the CLA.

the 127,000 people 
living with it. It has been 
extremely painful and 
distressing to witness 
this at first hand, 
knowing there is 
currently nothing on the 
horizon that can offer 
Gordon the prospect of 
any improvement. 

According to new 
findings from 
Parkinson’s UK, 
released to highlight this 


month’s Parkinson’s 
Awareness Week, 
misunderstanding about 
Parkinson’s is still 
widespread, and it’s time 
to create greater 
awareness that it causes 
so much more than just a 
tremor. We need to drive 
forward ground-breaking 
research: the science is 
ready and we have the 
knowhow to make this 
happen. 

This year is the 200th 
anniversary of the 
condition being 
described by Dr James 
Parkinson, and 
Parkinson’s UK have 
launched their first ever 
public fundraising 
appeal, We Won’t Wait, 
to raise the funds 
urgently needed to tackle 
the condition head on. 

It will be too late for 
my beloved brother-in- 
law, but I would love to 
see a medical 
breakthrough for 
Parkinson’s during my 
lifetime, and I hope that 
your readers will join me 
in donating to We Won’t 
Wait. Every penny 
brings us closer to new 
and better treatments and 
to the day when no one 
fears a diagnosis of 
Parkinson’s.

Changes will 
widen £40m black 
hole in social 
care funding 


CHANGES to the 
way residential 
social care is paid 
for in the Vale will 
widen the £40 
million a year 
funding black hole, 
according to a social 
care leader. 

Mario Kreft, the chair 
of Care Forum Wales, in 
principle backs the Welsh 
Government’s decision 
to increase the capital 
limit used in charging, 
but says the policy is 
flawed because it will 
plunge the sector in the 
Vale into a deeper 
financial crisis. 

The Minister for 
Social Services, Rebecca 
Evans, revealed they 
were more than doubling 
the capital limit used in 
charging for residential 
social care, from £24,000 
to £50,000. 

The limit will move to 
£30,000, as part of a 
phased increase to 
£50,000. 

Mr Kreft said: “The 
principle that people 
should be able to retain a 
decent amount of their 
own money that they’ve 
saved during their 
lifetime has to be correct. 

“The sorts of savings 
figures that we’re talking 
about are not considered 
these days to be 
excessive. 

“From that point of 
view I would applaud the 
Welsh Government, but 
what they must also 
ensure is proper funding 
for the sector. 

“The problem is that 
there is already an annual 
funding shortfall of £40 
million and this is 
unfortunately going to 
exacerbate an already 
dire situation. 

“If there is any loss in 
funding to providers due 


to these changes then the 
Welsh Government 
needs to make it up. 

“This is a matter for 
the Welsh Government 
Local Association, for 
the 22 local authorities, 
and it will undoubtedly 
put extra pressure on 
them. 

“Lifting the cap on the 
increases in the charges 
for domiciliary care is a 
step in the right direction, 
but it does not go far 
enough. We need a 
fundamental review of 
domiciliary care funding 
so we can have a proper 
domiciliary care market 
instead of perpetuating 
an artificial market. 

“One way or another, 
the only answer is to 
bring more money into 
the system and it is 
something that need to be 
addressed as a matter of 
urgency. 

“The Welsh 

Government has got to 
make a decision about 
how it’s funding care 
sustainably going 

forward, and whether the 
additional money comes 
from the public coffers or 
whether it is going to be 
privately funded. We 
need a fundamental, root 
and branch review of the 
way social care is funded 
in a way that is 
sustainable.” 

Rebecca Evans said: 
“Older people who have 
worked hard and paid in 
all their lives deserve a 
fairer deal. That is why, 
over the course of this 
Assembly, we will 
double the amount of 
money that older people 
can keep when in care.”

Volunteers clean-up 
Penarth railway path 


There’s alabaster in 
them thar cliffs! 




THOSE who have walked the 
beach between Penarth Head 
and Lavernock will be familiar 
with the outcrops of pink and 
white stone that occur in the 
cliffs. 

At Penarth Head, the beach is 
littered with boulders of this material 
called alabaster. 

In the past, it was used not only to 
make plaster and build garden 
rockeries, but also as an indoor 
decorative and sculptural stone. 

The earliest reference so far found 
for the exploitation of this material is 
related in the travel journal of Sir 
William Brereton dated July 25, 1635, 
where he states: ‘From Sillie [Sully] to 
the Holmes about two leagues; to the 
north of these Pennart Point, where 
alabaster is digged’. 

That there was a well-established 
trade in this material is beyond 
question. An article in The Cardiff 
Times of 1880 quotes from the Cardiff 
Council Proceedings of 1762 that 
goods were not to be left on the quay¬ 
side for more than 24 hours on pain of 
a penalty of one shilling. The list of 
goods which were not to be left 
included alabaster. 

Several churches in the Vale of 
Glamorgan contain 17th century wall 
monuments made of Penarth alabaster 
eg, in Penmark Church. 

Although use as a sculptural 
medium seems to have declined by the 
end of the 17th century, use for plaster 
manufacture no doubt continued. 

Architect John Prichard was the first 
to use Penarth alabaster in the 19th 
century eg in the reredos in Cowbridge 
church. 

A revival in its use followed, not 
only for church furnishings, eg the font 
in All Saints’ church Porthcawl and 


memorials - the memorial to William 
Edmondes in St Mary’s church 
Nolton - but also it was incorporated 
into to several structures both 
ecclesiastical, eg St Catharine’s church 
in Baglan and secular - Insole Court in 
Cardiff. 

Several other architects used this 
material, including John Coates Carter, 
who lived in Penarth and designed 
some of the town’s notable buildings. 
He used rough-cut sea washed 
boulders of Penarth alabaster from 
Penarth Head to build an altar in St 
David’s church on Caldey Island near 
Tenby in the 1920s. 

However, the most spectacular use 
of Penarth alabaster is without doubt in 
the entrance hall of a house in Mayfair 
built by Lord Windsor, which is now 
the residence of the Brazilian 
Ambassador. 

A photograph of this forms the front 
cover of a new book entitled ‘Penarth 
Alabaster’ published by the Welsh 
Stone Forum. It is the cul mi nation of 
five years of research on the subject by 
Michael Statham, the forum’s field 
secretary. 

In all, at the time of printing there 
were 57 known extant examples of 
Penarth alabaster, most of which are 
illustrated with colour photographs. 
The majority are in south Wales, but 
there are examples in Hereford, 
London, Worcestershire and 
Shropshire. There once was an 
example in Germany but this did not 
survive World War Two.

Christian’s 
new role as 
a trainer 


EVER since he rode 
his first winner 
between-the-flags as 
a young lad, 
Ogmore by Sea’s 
Christian Williams’ 
racing career has 
been reported upon 
by yours truly in the 
pages of The GEM. 

All his ups and downs 
as an amateur point-to- 
point rider and later as a 
professional National 
Hunt jockey have been 
reported in these pages 
over the years, the wins, 
the injuries, the good 
times and the bad. 

More years ago now 
than I care to remember, I 
awarded Christian my 
‘Most Promising Rider’ 
award and I wrote back 
then that “... He has a 
promising future ahead 
of him and could, given 
the chances, make a 
name for himself under 
National Hunt rules”. 

Well, Christian 

certainly did that he rode 
more than 100 winners 
for legendary champion 
trainer Paul Nicholls and 
three of those wins were 
on the mighty Denman. 

He rode Royal 
Auclair, which finished 
runner-up in the 2005 
Aintree Grand National 
and, if my memory 
serves me right, he also 
finished second on two 
occasions in the Welsh 
Grand National 

at Chepstow. 

A graduate of the 
Llangeinor Hunt Pony 
Club, Christian went to 
work as assistant trainer 
to Llancarfan's Evan 
Williams and he has also 
worked with Lambourn's 


Dai Williams and 

Somerset's Richard 
Barber. 

Now he had taken out 
a licence to train 

racehorses himself and 
he will be based at Ffos 

Las supremo Dai 

Walters’-owned The 
Hollies Stables on the 
outskirts of Cardiff. 

Williams told the 
press: “I started work 
with Mr Walters four 
years ago and the natural 
progression now is to 
take out a licence .We 
have a state of art facility, 
which enables myself 
and the staff to maximise 
the potential of horses in 
our care. 

“I finished riding after 
a lengthy thought 
process, when I felt the 
time was right for me 
personally. Since then 
I've enjoyed having a 
wide range of input into 
jobs at the yard, 
including being tasked to 
educate and prepare the 
exciting young horses Mr 
Walters purchases.” 

He added: “The 
people at the British 
Horseracing Authority 
were incredibly helpful 
in getting my licence 
sorted out for me to have 
runners over the Bank 
Holiday.”

HUNT-racing enthusiasts in 
the Vale will be saddened to 
learn of the death after a long 
illness of former Welsh point- 
to-point rider Derrick 
Llewellin of Pembrokeshire. 

Derrick who was aged 78, died 
peacefully at Parc-Y-Llyn Nursing 
Home, Pembrokeshire, and his funeral 
service takes on Tuesday, April 11, at 
Parc Gwyn Crematorian at 10.45am 
followed by a service of Thanksgiving 
at 12.30 at Uzmaston Church. 

Derrick is survived by his widow 
Judith, son Christopher and daughters 
Caroline and Claire. He was also a 
loving grandfather of Morgan, Jack, 
Lara and Isabelle. 

In 1959 Derrick riding his home¬ 
bred Clover Bud landed a division of 
the Lady Dudley Cup at the 
Worcestershire Hunt and the following 
year Clover Bud with David Nicholson 
in the saddle went on to win the Welsh 
Grand National at Chepstow. 

As tough as old boots, Clover Bud 
won six more races under Rules and 
raced until she was 15, covering more 
than 150 miles of National Hunt fences 
and only on one occasion did she fall at 
the first fence in the Aintree Grand 
National. 

An out and out stayer she won the 
Fred Withington at Cheltenham and a 
four-miler at Birmingham. Clover Bud 
died at the age of 27 and produced, 
among other good horses, Captain 
Clover and champion point-to-pointer 
National Clover who was the dam of 
that good Cheltenham performer Go 
Balistic. 

Another good mare Derrick was 
associated with was Ronaheath and 


Derrick 

Derrick's niece, amateur rider 
Charlotte Owen, said: “Ronaheath was 
Derrick's favourite as she was most 
difficult to train being a typical 
naughty chestnut mare. She often 
caused a scene in the paddock and if 
she jumped off at the start that was 
brilliant. Ronaheath won 15 races all 
told and in 1975 she won the Spillers 
Leading Point-To-Pointer Trophy.” 

National Clover, which Derrick had 
bred from his mare Clover Bud, was 
one of the best ladies' open race horses 
in the country and in 1984 she won the 
Grand Marnier Trophy winning nine 
times and in all but one of those races 
was partnered by Mandy Lingard. 

On one occasion at a point-to-point 
presentation evening in Bridgend, 
David quietly gave me a fiver to have a 
drink. A generous gesture considering 
that for some time I had been writing 
him up in my reports as Derek instead 
of his correct Christian name Derrick. 

Someone told me that I had been 
mispelling his name and when I next 
saw him I said: “Derrick, why didn't 
you tell me I have been mispelling 
your name?” He replied: “I was just 
glad I was getting a mention.” 

Some other good point-to-pointers 
that Derrick rode were Worthy Lad, a 
big strong gelding which stood nearly 
17 h.h., Reverando, Pilboy and 
Rosemary's Russet.

Barry Town 
United gain 
licence for 
promotion! 



BARRY Town United have 
been awarded the Domestic 
Licence required to participate 
in the Welsh Premier League - 
with four final fixtures 
standing between them and a 
return to Wales’ top flight. 

The Town were one of 16 clubs 
across the country to receive the green 
light from the FAW’s Club Licensing 
First Instance Body, as confirmed at 
their annual meeting in Cardiff last 
Thursday (April 6). 

Barry joined the 12 existing Welsh 
Premier sides and Huws Gray Alliance 
trio Prestatyn Town, Caernarfon Town 
and Flint Town United in achieving a 
Domestic Licence, which is a 
mandatory requirement for any club 
seeking to play at Welsh Premier 
League level in the 2017-18 season. 

With Prestatyn winning the Alliance 
in March, the Seasiders will take the 
place vacated by relegated Airbus next 
season, with Barry still needing further 
points from their closing fixtures to 
replace one of Rhyl, Aberystwyth 
Town, Cefn Druids or Llandudno, each 
of whom have important WPL fixtures 
this weekend. 

As things stand, a finish in the top 
two of Welsh League Division One 
would be enough for Barry to secure 
promotion. 

However, should Haverfordwest 
County (who were denied the 
Domestic Licence) mount a successful 
appeal and win the division, the 
Bluebirds would seize the one 
promotion place. 

The set of scenarios had been 
further complicated the previous 
evening, as Penybont cracked the 
feeder league’s top three, with Rhys 
Griffiths’ in-form side sealing a 5-1 
win at Cwmbran Celtic.

Following second-placed Goytre’s 
game in hand against Taffs Well on 
Wednesday night, Barry will look to 
reassert their focus and claim as many 
points as possible from the four 
remaining matches. 

Supporters will welcome the news 
that three of these are at home, 
beginning with Risca United this 
Saturday (April 15) and continuing 
with the rematch against Goytre 
United on Tuesday evening. 

Admission to the Jenner Park 
fixtures is available on the matchdays, 
with entry via the Gladstone and Barry 
Road turnstiles £5 per game and 
concessions available for seniors, 
students and children. 

Fans intending to come and cheer on 
the Town are advised that the Tuesday 
night match with Goytre United will 
kick-off at the earlier time of 7.15pm, 
with Saturday’s set for the regular 
2.30pm. 

The Town’s final away day of 2016- 
17 is at Cambrian and Clydach on 
Saturday, April 22, with the curtain 
coming down on the campaign seven 
days later against Ton Pentre at Jenner 
Park (both 2.30pm kick-offs).
